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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 9 May 2008 have been fully considered but they are 

not persuasive. 

Regarding the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph. In the remarl<s on 
pages 6-8 of the amendment, Applicant specifically pointed out which elements shown 
in Figures 9-15 correspond to which claimed elements of claims 13, 15-23, and 25-32. 

The block elements shown in Figures 9-15 may correspond to the claimed 
circuitries as pointed out by Applicant. However, the specification fails to describe a 
wireless communication unit comprising a circuitry configured to receive a voice data 
associated with a first logical channel; and a circuitry configured to insert information 
into a non-voice data, when the non-voice data is missing in the wireless channel set 
during the time period, as recited in claim 23 and method claim 13. 

The wireless channel set is frequency hopped channels , as recited in claim 27 
and the method claim 17. 

Circuitry configured to multiplex control data with the voice data , as recited in 
claim 28 and the method claim 18. 

A first convolutional decoder configured to convolutionallv decode the voice 
data, as recited in claim 30 and the method claim 20. 
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A circuitry configured to receive the voice data and the non-voice data is 
configured to process the voice data ... having a second data rate different than the 
first data rate , as recited in claim 31 and the method claim 21 . 



Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: paragraphs 
[00149] and [00150], clarification is requested for the common reference sign 1233 for 
both the I and Q multiplexer 1233 and the TRL circuit 1233. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

3. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 23 and 25-32 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 23, line 6, "at one wireless channel" should be "at least one wireless 

channel"; line 7, "a communication unit" should be "the communication unit"; and line 8, 
"a non-voice data" should be "the non-voice data". 

Claim 28, line 3, "non-voice data" should be "the non-voice data". 
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Claim 31 , line 2, "the voice and non-voice" should be "the voice data and the 
non-voice data". 

The dependent claims 25-27, 29-30 and 32 depend either directly or indirectly 
from the independent claim 23. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1 3, 1 5-23 and 25-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification In such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claims 13, 15-23 and 25-32 raise the matter of new matter which were not 
claimed in the original claims, described in the original specification and shown in the 
disclosure of the drawings in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled In the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of 
the claimed invention. 

For example, the specification fails to describe a wireless communication unit 
comprising a circuitry configured to receive a voice data associated with a first logical 
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channel; and a circuitry configured to insert information into a non-voice data, wlien the 
non-voice data is missing in the wireless channel set during the time period, as 
recited in claim 23 and method claim 13. 

The wireless channel set is frequency hopped channels , as recited in claim 27 
and the method claim 17. 

Circuitry configured to multiplex control data with the voice data , as recited in 
claim 28 and the method claim 18. 

A first convolutional decoder configured to convolutionallv decode the voice 
data, as recited in claim 30 and the method claim 20. 

A circuitry configured to receive the voice data and the non-voice data is 
configured to process the voice data ... having a second data rate different than the 
first data rate , as recited in claim 31 and the method claim 21.
